the Irish Volunteers. remained quiet in 
some parts of the.country. Their corps 
or battalions may be still in! possession 
of the arms and ammunition which have 
been imported openly into this country in 
enormous quantities during the last two 
years. It was exceedingly necessary that 
these young men should be left in no 
doubt that their continuéd possession of 
such weapons and .material will involve 
them in the most serious consequences. 
If the present Order is not obeyed im- 
mediately and generally, the military 
authorities, acting under martial law, may 
be trusted to deal effectively with the 
situation. , Ín either case the resul” will 
be.a public blessing. Ireland will dease 


to be a sinister arsenal. The root of much 


of our recent lawlessness and unrest will 
be removed, and the country lad whose 
temperament demands a rifle and bando- 
lier will find his proper place in the 
British Army. Parents, magistrates, and 
clergymen throughout the country will 
bless Sir John MaxweX%’s Order, and, as 
we hope and believe, will do their best to 
see that it is obeyed.’

Back to Business. 


A formidable series of problems has to | 


be solved in reconstructing the social and 
eco ic life of Dublin. So’ many experi- 
ences have crowded upon us since Easter 
Monday, and the relief at the removal of 
our gravest dangers is so profound, that we 
scarcely realiso how completo temains the 
suspension of all the normal amenities of 
city life. There are no trains and no 
trams ; there is no post; there is no gas 
supply and no electricity supply for other 
than lighting purposes; there are.no 
banks. The most urgent of all problems 
is the restoration of an assured food 
supply, and the communication ‘from’ the 
Food Supply Committee which we print 
to-day will be read with wide interest and 
appreciation. The Committee has handed 
over to’ the Society óf St. Vincent de Paul 
that part of its work ‘which concerns the 
direct free distribution of supplies. From 
next Monday Poor Law Guardians will a4- 
minister relief—without disability to the 
recipients—from funds placed at their dis- 
posal. For those more fortunate mem- 
bers of the comniunity who have not been 
wholly impoverished by the rebellion, 
adequate steps are being taken to supply 
their wants in food and other necessaries 
through the usual channels. The Com- 
mittee advises wholesale and retail traders 
that busimess may now resume its normal 
course, and the organisation of the Muni- 
tions Ministry and the Rectuiting. Depart- 
ment is made available for their assist- 
ance, in respect both of finding supplies 
and securing their delivery. In spite cf 
these facilities, however, there must be 
many cases where: the wholesale houses 
will not.quickly be in a position to resume 
their normal business. To t this 
emergency tke Committee, beginning 
frum today, will daily send supplies 
throughout the Dublin area to responsible 
retail traders by military transport and 
under any necessary military protection. 
We take this opportunity of paying a 
tribute to those Dublin traders who have 
endeavoured to ‘carry on” during 
the rebellion. -There was very little 
evidence of any,desire on the part of shop- 
keepers to mulct the people in their 
necessity; This is not a time when they 
should be asked to give more credit than is 
absolutely unavoidable. There is, how- 
ever, a money crisis not less acute than 
the food crisis. . A very large number cf 
people were caught by. the rebellion short 
of ready cash, and ‘the circle of one’s 
acquaintances who are able and willing to 
cash a cheque is limited. For the sake of 
the most! ordinary transactions of life, as 
much as to meet the demands of business 
houses, it is imperative that the banks 
should reonen at the first possible 
moment, and we prope that tke military 
authorities have notified them that they 
may do so. No time is apparently being 
lost in the considerable undertaking af re- 
constituting the postal service. It is 
understood that, pending the rebuilding « f 
the General Post Office; the service will 
be carried on by means: of a division of, 
functions between -one of the Rotunda 
buildings and the College Green premises. 
The othor most pressing measures of re- 
construction concern the electrical power 
supply and the gas supply. The citizens 
will expect no time to be lost in the case 
of either. The restoration of the gas 
supply is, of course, complicated by the 
necessity of taking precautionary steps in 
the demolished Sackville street area.” As 
normal life is gradually resumed, nothing, 
perhaps, will be more intimately mind 
‘by the citizons than the tramway service, 
which we hope that a short time will see 


again in operation. 
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THE POSTAL SERVICE. 
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It is uhderstood that the authorities a 
have already acquired, or are about to acqui 
the premises known as thé Rotunda Rink t 
be used in conjunction with the Post Office 
in College Green for the postal service. ‘This 
arrangement is, no doubt, only temporary, to 
meet the pressing demands of the public until 
premises suitable for the conduct of the busi- 
ness of the Post Office in futare can be ob- 
tained. Already efforts are Leing made to 
méet the present emergency, as during the 
past’ few days letters for England haye been 
collectéd at the Blackrock Post Office.

THRILLING NARRATIVE. 


It was not until yesterday that the story of 
the thrilling experiences of the Veterans’ 
Corps at the hands of the rebels could be ob- 
tained.

PROMPT STEPS FOR 


DEFENCE. 

Trinity College, Dublin, bas once again proved 
true to its traditions. The surprise which 
was sprung upon the city by the rebels left 
the College unmoved. The garrison was at 
the time small, but the spirit of the few 
collegians who happened to be within the 
gates was indomitable. When the insurrec- 
tion occurred the guard numbered eight, but 
it was sufficient to hold the fort until, rein- 
forcements gradually arrived, and by Wed- 
nesday the ‘men in College mustered tho 
respectable number of 150. For three days 
the position was extremely critical. The 
College, from a strategical standpoint, is of 
great importance, as it commands the heart 
of the city. Nassau. street, Grafton street, 
Dame street, Great Brunswick street, West- 
moreland street, and the southern end of 
Sackville street are all commanded from 
Trinity College, so that its possession by 
imembéra of the Dublin University Officers’ 
Training Corps was a sore thorn in: the side 
of the rebels. When it was realised that the 
Sinn Feiners were intent on capturing the 
principal buildings in the city the front 
entrance was. immediately barricaded, and 
messengers were hurriedly despatched to 
various parts to summon every available man 
to man the fort. The response was imme- 
diate. Every graduate who could be rounded 
up reddily answered the call, with the re- 
sult that the number of the garrison steadil 
increased. Stray soldiers passing aah 
College Green were apprised of the situation, 
and they, too, willingly helped to augment 
the forces. 

A GALLANT GARRISON, 

At seven o'clock on Monday evening 
the gallant garrison numbered 44 men. 
They were supplied with uniforms from the 
stores in the College, and many others who 
subsequently came in were fortunate in 
bringing their uniforms in parcels, thus 
dodging the snipers, who were very active in 
various’ quarters of the city. The -problem 
set to those who were in charge was rather 
dificult. Would it be better to concentrate 
the defences on College Green or would it 
be advisable to watch the rebels who had 
seized the railway station at Westland row? 
With only 44 men, and with a wide area 
to protect, it was not easy to solve the 
problein. After calm consideration, how- 
ever, it was decided to place guards 
on the principal gates;.and direct the attention 
of the main body on the railway station. 
Headquarters were established at the, eastern 
end of the grounds, with the object of hold- 
ing the rectangle extending from -College 
Green to Westland row, and from the Library 
to Great Brunswick. street. Windows were 
fortified with sandbags, and evefy point of 
vantage was effectively utilised. The distance 
from the boundary wall to the railway line, 
which was being patrolled by the rebels, 1s 
only ‘about twenty yards. The operations dur- 
ing thé night were confined to keeping the 
| rebels in check, and they proved eminently 
| successful. On Tuesday morning, when the 
canger o an attack from the eastern end of 
the grounds had been avertedjand when .the 
force of the garrison had been increased, it 
was wisely decided to fortify the western end 
ai the fnain entrance at College Green.

FIGHTING AT 
BALLSBRIDGE. 


ACTIVITY OF SNIPERS. 

News of the surrender of the main body of 

» rebels was received in Sandymount Green 
and Ballsbridge, among other suburbs, at 
about six o'clock on Saturday. evening, and 
produced profound relief. “This, however, 
was short-lived, for barely an hour afterwards 
a party of rebels mada known their presence 
in a house near the top of Serpentine avenue, 
and fighting began in that quarter. At about 
half-past seven, when it .was dusk, there was 
the crackle of a considerable number of shots, 
apparently from revoivers for the most part, 
and a heavy reply from military rifles. The 


| interchange of shots did not last very long, 


and gave the impression that the rebels were 
retreating across the fields between the main 
road and the railway. There were also some 
bomb explosions. The night was disturbed 
by a good deal of rifle firing, especially after 
midnight, a favourite time for the rebels to 
commence their business. 

A good part, of Sunday passed peacefully, 
but at about five o clock considerable sniping 
broke out again in the neighbourhood, and 
fighting was renewed with vigour for a short 
time. After an interval a resumption of 
bombing showed that it was not over, and 
during the night another attempt was made 
to move the snipers from their lair, soldiers 
getting to work with bombs from the roofs oi 
adjacent houses. 

On Monday morning rebels were reported to 
have occupied the sand pits behind the nar- 
series and also a house in Park road. Houses 
along the main road bear evidences of the 
attention of the soldiers, especially at: the 
corner of Sandymount avenue. Holes in the 
windows and walls of Ardgannah, on the 
corner, and an adjoining house, speak 
of military vigilance. Some of th 
houses in the vicinity were searched. Rebels 
evidently escaped to other parts of Balls- 
bridge, for on Sunday there was sniping in 
some of the quiet roads between Pembroke 
road and Herbert Park, and soldiers were 
firing up Elgin road and Clyde road, while the 
space between Ballsbridge and Herbert Park 
was rendered dangerous by flying bullets. 
Sniping was carried on at the time when people 
were returrfing from church, and groups of 
frightened persons wandered about, not know- 
ing where to turn, for reports rang out, first 
in one quarter and then in another. 

Ballsbridge was still a doubtful quarter on 
Monday morning, and there was a good deal 
of apprehension pn the part of people living 
‘so far out of the city as Ailesbury road. Nor 
was that district the limit of rebel activities, 
for on Sunday night there were shots at Black- 
rock, between the main road and the railwav. 
On Monday morning seme arrests were made 
in Blackrock, and the church was searched 
during the day, and closed early.

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FIGHTING AT - 
RINGSEND, - 


REBEL ATTACK ON 
BEGGAR’S BUSH BARRACKS. 


Ringsend was the scene of warm work dur- 
ing the rebellion. On Easter Monday the 
Volunteers appeared in force at several points 
in the district; That they had laid their plans 
well was seen by the “Cm 
they took up. nd's Mill, a high stone 
building overlooking the Basin of the Grand 
Canal and affording a wide view over the 
river mouth, was one of their main strong- 
holds, and, 4s events proved, one of the 
hardest to overcome. Having taken posses- 
sion, the rebels lost no time in fortifying the 
walls around the mill by) placing upon them 
bags of flour to protect) themselves against 
attackers’ bullets. About the same time an- 
other party-took over the old distillery on the 
other side of the drawbridge, and prepared for 
resistance to the forces of the Crown. A third 
body went inte a field at the Gas Works. 
Other strategic positions which the rebels 
occupied were the bridges on the railway line 
from Westland row to wansdowne road. These 
natgrally commanded the approaches to the dis- 
trict, and made it com Cá for military to 
enter Ringsend directly ; without having to 
pass through the line of fire of concealed rifle- 
men. 

In this, as in other | parts of Dublin, 
the insurgents had evidently in mind the im- 

ortance of concentrating upon any military 
Ed": from which an attempt might be 
made to subdue them. Hence, the men who 
held the positions described fired heavily upon 
Beggar's Bush Barracks, and caused some- 
loss to the loyalists. Such was the situation 
in the early days of the rising. 

The rebels had prepared themselves so well 

their work, were sO aring, 
in such number, that they suspended 
normal life of the district for 
an entire -week. With the. best will in 
the world, it was not always possible to dis- 
tinguish harmless persons from the foes of 
public peace and order; and when machine 
guns came into action the likelihood ¢f being 
struck by a stray bullet was increased. To 
defeat the desperate men who fired from 
strong buildings like Boland’s Mill and Rings- 
end Distillery. more than rifle-fire was wanted. 
This mode of attack they had foreseen, but it. 
is doubtful whether they had calculated upon 
the use of heavy guns against them. At each 
point where ordnance was brought up the tide 
of fortune quickly turned; a Martini-Henry 
rifle or an automatic pistol is a poor weapon 
in the face of a nine-pounder handled by good 
gunners. 

At Ringsend the heavy guns were 
used not on land, but from ‘water. On 
Wednesday morning the gunboat. Helga’ came 
up the Liffey and joined battle with the in- 
| surgents sheltered in Liberty Hall. The issue 
| of that short emgagement need not be retold ; 
the shattered remains of the Citizen Army s 
headquarters tell a tale to those who, pass 
through Beresford place} To the Helga also 
fell the duty of coping with the rebel fortresses 
at Rinesend. The gunboat did that duty well, 
and. has left its mark upon both buildings. 
What the Volunteers within thought: of the 
bombardment: has not yet been disclosed. But 
it is easily realised that the heavy firing 
brought great uneasiness to the. good folk of 
Ringsend. 

With the surrender of the rebels 
in the mill and the distillery the rising in this 
quarter of Dublin was not altogether at an 
end. There were still stragglers who had not 
heard or did not accept their leaders* order to 
desist. The most obdutate were, on the rail- 
way, and it was not until Monday last that 
the military occupied the line. During this 
week of rebellion there were Many narrow 
escapes and a few sad deaths in Ringsend. 
While bullets were fiyirig through the streets, 
only an. urgent necessity could force the law- 
abiding to go their customary ways. Before 
much of the week had passed the need arose 
in the form of food. The poor buy their food 
in small quantities; they had no store upon 
whieh to ax So, even with deadly missiles 
in the air, some went to seek sustenence. 
Of their number was an old woman ‘who ven- 
tured forth alone. She got her bread in a 
time when bread was scarce—four loaves; but 
she never reached her home again, for, as she

GLASNEVIN AND FAIRVIEW.

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Although quiet has ibeen restored at the 
North side of the city, and a feeling of rehef 
has succeeded to nervous unrest, the inhabit- 
ants are not yet quite rid of the excitement 
which the cannonading and the sniping of the 
past week has produced, The district from 
the Cross Guns Bridge (Phibsborough) to 
Glasnevin was entirely free from the presence 
of active rebels, but they were present in con- 
siderable numbers from the Whitworth road to 
Mountjoy square. Even after the general 
surrender 6n Saturday afternoon the sniping 
in that district gave the military and the civil 
inhabitants a great deal of trouble. Dorset 
street and the streets off it were in a, very 
disturbed state. The large warehouse of 
Messts. Baker and-Sons in Dorset street had 
its. windows smashed, and some drapery goods 
were carried off by lpoters. Sniping ‘was 
heard on Monday night in that district, in 
spite of the search of honses carried out; by 
| the military. Yesterday, as on the preceding 
days, many business men were greatly incon- 
venienced. by the diffienity of obtaining per- 
mits. at the station in the Cross Guns public- 
house on the Botanic road. Even -postal 
officials who weresummoned by their superiors 
to assemble in the city were not allowed to 
pass the cordon. 

FUNERALS AT GLASNEVIN, 

It is safe to say that never before were 
funerals to Glasnevin Cemetery conducted 
under conditions so sad and touching. No rela- 
tive of the deceased or person other than the 
driver of the hearse was allowed to accompany 
the remains to the cemetery. The progress of 
the solitary vehicle in every case was delayed 
for a considerable time at the Cross Guns 
Bridge while the driver was being searched. 
In some instances the coffin was opened in 
order to make it perfectly certain that it was 
a corpse, and not the living body of a con: 
spirator fleeing from the law, that lay inside. 
On Monday evening the bodies of fifteen per- 
sons were interred in one pit.. They were 
conveyed to the cemetery in a military motor 
lorry. Yesterday another large number were 
interred in a similar way. | 

Drivers of milk carts and bread vans had 
to have permits. Milk cans were uncovered 
and examined before they were allowed to go 
on their way. On Monday and yesterday 
women were allowed to pass freely without 
any permits being necessary. 

BATTLE AT FAIRVIEW. 

For three nivht- +h» inhabitants of the dis- 
trict of Fairview were kept in terror of their 
lives by the duel which was fought ween 
the rebels who’ were encamped at Croydon 
Park and the military, who occupied a posi- 
tion on the railway running out of Amiens 
street. The houses in Annesley terrace, near 
Annesley Bridge, were peppered with bullets. 
No one could with safety put his head into 
any of the front rooms of these houses, Many 
of the tenants made their escape by the rear, 
carrying their children with them, and leav- 
ing behind them provisions, which they badly 
needed afterwards.‘ Several ‘houses in Fair- 
view . Corner and Philipsburgh avenue. were 
occupied by the rebels, who kept up an almost 
continuous fusillade until they were com- 
pletely driven out by the machine of 
the military on Wednesday. Yesterday the 
entire district was perfectly quiet, but the 
vigilance of the military was not relaxed.

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same applies to the neighbouring Counties of 
Cork and Limerick. Possibly there are people 
in England who believe in the abuse that is 
showered on the Constabulary by politicians ; 
I can only record my own judgment of them 
after some ó0 years’ observation, on-and off, 
during more than one terribly difficult crisis— 
and that is that tney remain, as always, the 
very finest force of the kind in the world. 

I have never seen the force better manned 
and officered than it is at the present moment 
in the South-West of Ireland. They have a 
very complicated and trying duty to perform, 
and no doubt they make mistakes like other 
people, but they have kept the law on top 
and kept the flag flying in many a troubled 
time, and if they only get fair treatment and 
pe“ support,. from quarters where they 

ave a right to look íor that support, they 
can do their duty still. 

A trip to Limerick brought me face to face 
with a somewhat different situation. From 
the days of Cromwell and of William Limerick 
is an all-mmportant strategical situation. Clare 
is unquiet In places, and Limerick itself con- 
tains as undesirable an element as an city 
in the three kingdoms. 

The City of Galway itself appears to be 
safe, but Athenry, at the junction of the Mid- 
land Great Western and the Great Southern 
and Western Railways, is said to be occupied 
by the Sinn Feiners. 
travels in Ireland, especially at a time when 
the publication even of well authenticated 
news in the local Press is forbidden. 

From all I hear to-dat the backbone of the 
rebellion is already broken, and by the time 
this appears in print the danger may be past. 
Sunday is a very idle day in these parts, and 
idleness is proverbially dangerous. But The 
general feeling is that if to-morrow passes 
safely no further spread of the trouble need 
be anticipated.

MR. REDMOND AND THE 
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A WICKED AND INSANE

Mr. John Redmond, M.P., has made the

My first feeling, of course, on hearing of this 
insane movement was one of horror, discour- 

» almost despair. I asked myself 
w Treland, as so often before in her 
tragic history, was to dash the cup of liberty 
from her lips; was the insanity of- a 
section of her people once again to turn all 
her marvellous victories of the last’ few years 
into irreparable. defeat and to send her back 
on the very eve of her final recognition as a 
free nation into another long night ‘of slavery, 
iricalculable suffering, weary and uncertain 
struggle? 
When the war came Ireland made a choice 
which was inevitable if she was to be true 
to all the principles which she had held 
through all her history, and which she had 
just so completely vindicated on her own sail 
—namely, the rights of small nations, the 
sacred principle of nationglity, liberty, and 
democracy. Moreover, the nations for which 
through all her history she had felt the sym- 
pathy that came from common princyplés and 
common aspirations were trampled ás she in 
her time had been trampled under the iron 
heel of arrogant force. 

IRELAND AND BELGIUM. 

What ‘has Ireland suffered in the past 
which Poland, Alsace, Belgium, ands Serbia 
have not suffered at the hands of Germany, 
and I may add also that portion of the soil 
of France, her old friend and ally, which is in 
the hands of Germany? What has been the 
record of Germany but the suppression. of 
nationality, of freedom, and of language; in 
short, the suppression of all the things for 
which for centuries Ireland has struggled, the 
victory of which Ireland has achieved? 

What did the situation demand’? Neu- 
trality? That was impossible; hostility to the 
just cause of the Allies? Is there a sane man 
in Ireland who does not see this meant the 
drowning of the newly-won liberties of Ire. 
Jand in Irish bleod’? Be these views right on 
wrong, this was the opinion of the over- 
whglming majority of the Jrish people; it was 
the opinion which thousands of Irish soldiers 
have sealed with their blood by dying in the 
cause of} the liberty of Ireland and of the 
world. 

Surely [: need not argue the principle, 
especially with anybody who professes him- 
self to be a Home Ruler, that the policy of 
Ireland must be decided by Ireland herself. 
That doctrine has been contested only by the 
very same men who to-day have tried to 
make Ireland the cat's-paw of Germany. 

In all our long afid successful struggle to 
obtain Home Rule we have been thwarted 
and opposed by that same section. We have 
won Home Rule not through them. but in 
spite of them. This wicked move of theirs 
was their last blow at Home Rule. It was 
not half as much treason to the cause of the 
Allies as treason to the cause of Home Rule. 

This attempted deadly blow at Home Rule 
carried on. through this section is made the 
more wicked and the more insolent by this 
fact—that Germany’ plotted _ it, 
organised it, Germany paid for it. So far as 
Germany s share in it is concerned, it is a 
German invasion of Ireland, as brutal, as se! 
fish. as | cynical as Germany's invasion of 
Belgium, 

THE HORRORS OF BELGIUM. 

Blood has been shed, and if Ireland. has not 
been reduced to the same horrors as Belgium, 
with her starving péople, her massacred 


fault of Germany. 

And a final aggravation of the movement 
is this. The misguided and insane young 
in Ireland have risked, and some of them 
lost, their lives. »But what am I to say of 
those men who have sent them into this 
insane 4nti-patriotic movement while they 
have remained in the safe remoteness of 
American cities? 

I might add that this movement has been 
set in motion by this same class of men at 
the very moment when America is demanding. 
reparation for the blood of innocent American 
men and women and children shed by Ger- 
mane, and thus are guilty of double treason— 
treason to the generous land that received 
as well as to the land which gave them 

Irth. : 

Is it not an additional horror that on the 
very dav when we hear that men of the 
Dublin Fusiiiers have been killed by Irishmen* 
in the streets of Dublin we received the news 
of how the men of the 16th Division—our own 
Irish Brigade and ‘of the same Dublin Fusi- 
liers—had dashed forward, and by their un- 
conquerable bravery retaken the trenches that 
the Germans had won at Hulluch? 

As to the final result, I do not believe that 
this wicked and insane movement will achieve 
its ends. The German plot has failed. The 
majority of the people of Ireland retain their 
talmne§s, fortitude, and unity. ey abhor 
this attack on their interests, their rights, 
their hopes, their principles. Homé Rule 
has not been destroyed; it remains inde 
structible. .
